Lengthy orations, firm handshakes, Iniaite' ' stunts, wild 
parties and general frenzied activity now herald ihe 
advent of rushing. They inspire also a rekindling of that tradl« 
.tional debate on. the virtues of the ,fraterriity system. Because. 
It has engendered such intense controversy and strong feel* 
ings of antipathy and praise, the whole issue has been cloud- 
ed; nevertheless, cerlain^facts and principles can be presented 
OS a framework for discussion. 

1. Although the Inter-Fraternity. Council, comprising the 
presidents of each house, has not as yet been officially recog- 
nized, and hence fraternities exist merely on the suffrance 
of disapproving university authorities, in effect the Greeks 
ore probably here to stay. 

2. As a generalized social phenomenon fralernillet are 
by no means unique to North America,, or to the university 
campus. They are closed, secret associations, usually (and 
at least* ostensibly) devoted to such high ideals as brother- 
hood and service; knowledge of common traditions and 
secret rites create cohesive forces which draw the brothers 
into tight, loyal groups. In this respect they have certain 
parallels in qs diverse organizations as the Masons and the 
Klu Klux- Klon and this: very divergence in potential may 
partially explain the extremes taken by many people. However,'^ 
fraternities as social phenomena can have no Intrinsic value, 
but ore positive,, or negative,, niorol .'or immoral depending 
upon who constitute thei^'menib^^^fwhat their surround-' 
ing circumstances. -Therefore it is essential not to criticize the 
institution in theory, bgt to examine the actual process In 
practice. "■ *

4. Much concern has :been exprèssed about . t^ie detri-. 
mental effect fraternities con produce on university . affairs, 
by taking students away from SEC sponsored extra-curricular 
activities that^are truly worthwhile. In fact, fraternity < men 
and women, who'rompôsé 'approxiniately 1 0% of our student 
population, bear' more than their proportional . share of re-' 
sponsibility; this is particularly evident in the very top pbllt- 
ical and organizational posts at McGill. That this has not 
always been the case is admltted,"^thaf it mciy not continue 
must be conceded, for the whole fraternity process appears 
to be. almost inherently cyclical 'in quality. • . 

The central question remains unanswered. Must a . f rater-, 
nity foster only narrow-minded prejudice, or can It promote 
a meaningful brotherhood of friendship and service ? Because 
the experience- is so personal, because the virtues and faults 
ore intimately bound with thé individual participant, because 
essentially the valuation of one social phenomenon Is relative 
to one's particular estimation of certain others, for these 
reasons the answer must be subjective and hence variable. 
Ultimately and Inescapably H must be personal; it inust be. 
your own.

Trainees Protest 

Dear sir t : 
We ask you, ' executive of 

AIESEC — Canada, "Do you 
truly understand the essence of 
your existence and tiie principles 
upon which AIESEC is founded? 
Indeed, what has become of your 
rationality and concept of good 
Judgment Î" 

It might serve the executive well 
were we. to reiterate the basic 
precepts of what a Traineeship 
should consist. Certainly, a 
Traineeship is more than Just a 
green form. A mere àheet of paper 
does not carry with It, p«r se, the 
warmth, hospitality ■ and general 
goodwill embodied in the true 
ideal of the Traineeship. 

'What are the aspirations of a 
Trainee 7 In what, manner does he 
hope that his summer in a foreign 

culture will benefit him 7 AIESEC 
strives to further the education 
of its participant students by ex- 
posing them to the practical as- 
pects of the economic and com- 
mercial world. This docs not con- 
stitute utilizing one's University 
education to perform such menial 
tasks as adding endless columns 
of figures, sealing envelopes or 
being general errand boy, posi- 
tions which are ably done by ele- 
mentary school :students. Many of 
AIESEC's Jobs, ipso facto, merit 
praise — Managerial trabiing at 
Marks ft'Speifcers, Statistical analy- 

. sis with the Amsterdam Tramways, 
.Inspecting the' operations of Shell 
Oil throughout France oh '^n expen- 
se account Certainly, AIESEC real- 

. izes' that iinfortunatèly many of 
its;jobs fall Into the first category. 
We ask you, "Truthfully, arc such 
positions worth remaining at 7 Is 
the mechanical aspect of working 
in a foreign city thé most im- 
portant contributing factor to the 
Traineeship?" If work be the 
prime purpose of AIESEC, indeed 
its. program can't be endorsed. 
One need not leave Montreal to 
occupy an office desk.

The student is an international 
entity. He occupies many lands, 
encompassing the. fou^ comers of 
the earib/ls it not t basic function 
of AIESEC to bring together these 
students of the world whose back- 
grounds differ greatly so that they 
might freely interchange their 
knowledge, their Ideas and diver- 
gent views? The Tiralnee should 
not be left to integrate himself 
into the student life of his new 
surrounding]!. In addition, as most 
previous Trainees will understand 
and appreciate, a well-planned 
Reception Program serves to en- 
hance the experience, enjoyment, 
and education during his sojourn. 

..To a trainee In the City of 
Brussels during the summer of 
1062,'^,tuifortunately all the afore- 
mèntioiièd negative aspects of 
AIESEC came to light. The jobs 
acquired by AIESEC — Belgium 
were nothing more than dull rou- 
tine. 

To. say the least, they were 
. uninspiring, uneducational and to 
be quite blunt, they, were extreme- 
ly boring. The replulstve: antagonis- 
tic landlady, who from the outset 
manifested a hostile attitude, par- 
ticularly with regard to religious 
beliefs, did not lend herself to 
creating an atmosphere of inter- 
national goodwill. The living quar- 
ters situated in the slums of Brus- 
sels, reeking with foul odors, 
lacked such ultra-modern con- 
veniences as running water, and 
bathroom facilities. The cost of 
the accommodations perfectly re- 
flected their value. The value was 
at par with the salary of the 
Trainee, and any improvement In 
conditions would have entailed 
.additional personal expense, total- 
ly uncalled for under the AIESEC 
program. Upon suggestion of the 
inadequacy of the accommoda- 
tions, the AIESEC Committee in 



Brussels took offence,} and, in fear 
of the domineering landlady, 
blandly informed us, of the un- 
scrupulous aspect of - our desire tO' 
move. 

Finally, to say thiit a Belgian 
Reception program was lacking in 
content would be « benevolent 
understatement. In truth of fact, 
the program was unshamefully to- 
tally non-existent. Surely AIESEC- 
Canada would not take pride in 
presenting the above program to 
its guests. Why then . docs it so 
blindly and vehemently uphold so 
unsatufaetory' a program on the 
part of AIESECBelglum 7 - 

It Is within everyone's capacity 
to talce the bad with the good. 
Indeed, however, there is a limit 
to one's patience and desire when 
the situation Is one of complete 
and utter futility. 

To state that students are abus- 
ing the cheaper transportation fa- 
cilities provided by AIESEC-Cana- 
da illustrates the naive and un- 
informed view that the Executive 
of AIESEC hold. Any student has 
alternative means of reaching Eu- 
rope for the same or even a 
cheaper price — the SEC and 
Youth Hostel flighU. 

In conclusion, may we strongly 
recommend that AIESEC-Canada 
consider each Traineeship on its 
Individual merits. A traineeship 
entails more than the two-dimen- 
sional green form on which It is 
registered. The third dimension is 
the person — a human individual 
whose mind . and body must be 
granted due ; consideration. Mr. 
President of AIESEC-Canada, put 
an end to your ignominious policy 
of appeasement. Do not wilt under 
the unfounded criticism of the 
lackadaisical Belgian Committee. 
Stand up on your own two feet.

Canadian sup- 
port of {Sweden's United Nations 
resolution, calling for a survey of 
national attitudes to disarmament, 
did not extend to renunciation of 
such weapons. Since the govern- 
ment ignores the obvious advan- 
tages of pioneering a non-nuclear 
club, he pointed out, it by im- 
plication accepts US liudear 
policy. 

Changed Policy 

This policy, Steele insisted, had 
recently undergone a radical and 
abhorrent change.' Many military 
experts now feel the nuclear de 
terrent of catastrophic destruction 
no longer renders war unfeasible, 



rather than cities. Creating an 
illusion of possible survival, this 
policy thus materializes hopes of 
winning a nuclear war. Since suc- 
cess depends on retaining missile 
bases intact, the temptation to 
strike first is greatly accentuated;

Future Plans 

There ore plans for future develop- 
ment of special mass spectrometers and 
electronic opparatus to discover the 
chemicol ond electrical properties of
